HIGH VELOCITY STARS. 

Their FaaKul Rata of Speed In Space 
la Somewhat Puzzling. 
The averoKe velocity of stars ranifea 
from about six klloiiu'ters, or between 
three anJ four miles, iK?r second for 
"youuR" stars to about thirty kilome- 
ters per sccoiiil for '"olil" oiu-s. I!ul 
notable eiceptioim occur. At Mount 
Wilson solar ob»erviit<iry of the Car- 
negie institution some stars have been 
found to move witii veltK-ities of 141, 
160, 179, i'5;J, ."til! and even 325 kilo- 
meters per second, the highest spet-d 
yet known. 

These lilgli vekidly sl:ii-s are some- 
times descrilu'd as runaways liecause 
they seem to be (lulte iieyoud tbe con- 
trol of tbe gravitational power of the 
unlTerse. At their siieed tbe attrac- 
tton of the entire known atellar aya- 
tem would be wholly inauffldent to 
check the atar'a career tkroogh apace.
